SUBJECT: FRENCH DIFFICULTIES WITH ADOPTION OF NEW FRG ANTI-TERRORISM 
LAW IN BERLIN

1 . WE APPRECIATE YOUR ASSISTANCE. PROVIDED BELOW IS OUR 
DRAFT OF WHAT BK/L OUTLINED PARA 5 REF B MIGHT LOOKLIKE. 

BEGIN TEXT: 1. THE ALLIED KOMMANDATURA HAS TODAY ISSUED 
BK/0(76) BLANK IN WHICH IT STATED THAT IT HAD NO OBJECTION 
TO THE ADOTION IN BERLIN OF THE ABOVE-NAMED LAW AND THAT 
THE LAW SHALL NOT AFFECT ALLIED REIGHTS AND RESPONSIBILITIES, 
ESPECIALLY WITH REGARD TO MATTERS OF SECURITY AND STATUS 
AND THEIR RIGHT TO DETERMINE, IF NECESSARY, IN A PARTICU- 
LAR CASE THE APPROPRIATE AUTHORITY FOR THE CONDUCT OF A 
PROSECUTION. 

2. THE ALLIED KOMMANDATURA RECALLS THE TERMS OF 
BK/L(69)13 AND CONFIRMS THAT THE EXERCISE BY THE FEDERAL 
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VISIONS OF THIS OR OTHER LAWS IS SUBJECT TO THE PROVISIONS 
OF BK/0(51)63 AND IS BASED UPON THE ADOPTION OF THESE LAWS 
BY THE BERLIN LEGISLATURE. 

3. IN ORDER TO CARRY OUT CONSULTATIONS OR TAKE SUCH 
ACTIONS A MIGHT BE REQUIRED IN A TIMELY FASHION, THE 
ALLIE KOMMANDATURA REQUESTS THE SENAT TO INFORM IT BEFORE 
ANY CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS ARE INSTITUTED IN BERLIN IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THIS LAW BY OR ON BEHALF 
OF THE FEDERAL PROSECUTOR. SUCH INFORMATION SHOULD NOR- 
MALLY BE PROVIDED BY THE SENAT AT THE SAME TIME AS THE 
FIRST INFORMATION ABOUT A CASE IS GIVEN TO THE FEDERAL 
PROSECUTOR OR AS SOON AS THE SENAT LEARNS THAT THE FEDERAL 
PROSECUTOR IS CONSIDERING THE POSSIBLITY OF PARTIVIPATING 
IN THE PROCEEDINGS IN BERLIN. END TEXT. 

2. THIS LANGUAGE IS AN AMALGAM OF THAT APPEARING IN BRITISH 
DRAFT BK/O (PARA 5 REF B), BK/L(69)13, AND LEG/L (76)6 
WHICH WAS ISSUED LAST MONTH ON ACTIVITIES OF FEDERAL 
PROSECUTOR AGAINST PERSONS INVOLVED IN ESPIONAGE ACTIVITIES. 

SINCE LEG/L(76)6 ALREADY COVERS MOST SENSITIVE TYPE OF 
ESPIONAGE CASES AND WE PROBABLY DO NOT WISH TO HAVE SUB- 
MITTED TO US LARGE NUMBER OF ROUTINE CRIMINAL CASES WHICH 
ARE SENT TO KARLSRUHE AND RETURNED TO BERLIN WITHOUT 
FEDERAL AUTHORITIES TAKING THEM OVER, WE HAVE DRAFTED 
BK/L RESTRICTIVELY INTERMS OF CASES ARISING UNDER NEW 
ANTI-TERRORISM LEGISLATION. SLIGHTLY SOFTER VERSION WHICH WOULD 
NOT BE SUBSTANTIVELY DIFFERNT BUT WHICH MIGHT BE SOMEWHAT LESS 
ATTRACTIVE TO FRENCH COULD BE PRODUCED BY DELETING FIRS CLAUSE OF 
PARA 3 AND BEGINNING THAT PARA WITH WORDS, "THE ALLIED KOMMANDATURA 
REQUESTS". GEORGE 
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
